5.—The submarine Nautilus was 


today on its way to test the feasi- 


bility of reaching the North Pole 
under arctic ice. 

Its position was reported to the 
Coast Guard as 50 miles east of 
Cape Cod light at 8 a. m.. The 
craft was making seyen knots ina 
smooth sea with good weather over- 
head. 

Carrying Sir Hubert Wilkins, ex- 
plorer in charge of the expedition, 
and a crew of 18, the Nautilus left 
here at 10 p. m. yesterday, bound 
for London, England, its first port 
of call. It was convoyed by the 
United States Coast Guard cutter 
Pontchartrain which will keep it 
company as far as the Newfound- 
land banks. 

In speed tests yesterday the sub- 
marine proved itself efficient at 11 
knots, speed which will take it to 
London in 20 days. 

From England Sir Hubert plans 
to go to  Spitzbergen, Norway, 
where the voyage through and un- 
der the polar ice will start. The 
route will take the Nautilus across 
the pole to Alaska. 

Before starting, Sir Hubert said 
he expected to be at the pole in 
time to meet the German dirigible.

It was disclosed that the defense 
will contend that the bank account 
included repayments by State em- 
ployes of loans made to them by 
Brunk. 

McNew testified that Brunk 
frequently made loans to employes 
in the Capitol, but when ques- 
tioned on cross-examination was 
able to name only two employes to 
whom he knew Brunk had loaned 
money.

Through Four Subsidiaries Sues 
to Enjoin Federal Radio 
Commission.

WASHINGTON, June _ 5.—The 


National Broadcasting Co. and 
three other subsidiaries of the Ra- 
dio Corporation of America today 
asked the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court for injunctions to 
prevent revocation of their 1409 
licenses by the Federal Radio 
Commission. 

The court action, brought by the 
N. B. C., RCA Victor Co., Inc., RCA 
Communication, Inc., and the Ra- 
diomarine Corporation of America, 
was designed to prevent a com- 
mission hearing June 15 on re- 
newal of the licenses. 

The hearing was ordered by the 
Commission after the recent re- 
fusal by the Supreme Court to re- 
view a lower Federal Court deci- 
sion holding the Radio Corporation 
of America was violating the anti- 
trust laws in its tube contracts with 
other manufacturers. 

Under the radio act, the commis- 
sion is prevented from granting or 
renewing license to any companies 
“finally adjudged guilty by a Fed- 
eral Court of unlawfully monop- 
olizing or attempting to monopol- 
ize’’ radio communication. 

“The injunctions are requested 
because the present situation of 
uncertainty is doing much damage 
to the plaintiff's business,"’ says a 
Statement made public by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. The orig- 
inal case against the Radio Cor- 
poration was brought by the De 
Forest Radio Co. of New Jersey. 
The corporation subsidiaries, in 
their petition to the court today, 
argued the case before the Su- 
preme Court was one between pri- 
vate litigants and therefore no one 
could be “finally adjudged guilty” 
of anything. They also contended 
the sale of tubes for radio receiv- 
ing’ Sets did not concern “radio 
communication” within the mean- 
ing of the radio act.

ROME, June 56.—Premier Musso- 


lini made a gesture of conciliation 
in the controversy between his 
Government and the church today, 
offering to permit reopening of 
Catholic clubs for women and girls.

time after June 22, the first birth- 
day of Charles Augustus Lindbergh 
Jr., his parents will leave him at 
Englewood, N. J., with his grand- 
parents, Senator and Mrs. Dwight 
W. Morrow, and fly over the Pa- 
cific Ocean for a vacation. : 
Preparations for the flight are 
being rushed. At the North Beach 


Airport, Queens, mechanics are fit- 
ting the Colonel’s Lockheed plane 
with pontoons for use in the jour- 
ney. Mrs. Lindbergh is getting 
more experience in the air. 

The Lindberghs flew from Has- 
brouck Heights, N. J., yesterday to 
Hicksville, where they lunched at 
the Long Island Country Aviation 
Club. The Colonel said that de- 
tails for his Pacific flight would 
be completed in about a month. 


Mrs. Lindbergh Flies Alone. 


Mrs. Lindbergh went up for a 
solo flight soon after luncheon— 
she obtained her pilot’s license last 
week—and later the pair flew in 
two planes to North Beach, where 
Col. Lindbergh left the Lockheed 
for the pontoons to be attached. 

Mrs. Lindbergh flew back to 
Hicksville alone and Col. Lindbergh 
called for her in his automobile. 
She was still flying when he got 
there. They then drove to Sen- 
ator Morrow’s home, 

While details are unsettled, the 
Pacific flight probably will be 
made from the Alaskan coast over 
the Aleutian Islands, across the 
600-mile stretch of ocean and over 
the tip of Kamatchka, along the 
Kurile Islands to Japan. 

This is the same route the Army 
round-the-world flyers took. An- 
other possibility is a more north- 
'ern route, which would require fly- 
‘ing over only a 56-mile stretch of 
| water at Bering Strait. 

Paris Flight Contrasted. 
| Mrs. Lindbergh, the former Anne 


Morrow, would be at the controls 


with her husband, relieving him of 
the full strain of such:a flight. The 
plane they will use is the same one 
she helped pilot in the 14-hour 
flight from California to New York 
last year. 

The Colonel will have different 
problems than on his Paris flight 
four years ago. For that he had a 
tail wind and other excellent con- 
ditions. On the Pacific he may ex- 
pect wind, fog and storms. Flying 
to Paris he needed no exact de- 
termination of his position. If such 
determination is necessary over the 
Pacific, he is equipped for it, hav- 
ing learned navigation. Mrs. Lind- 
bergh’s ability to pilot the plane 
will give the Colonel ample oppor- 
tunity to make observations. She, 
too, has studied navigation. 

Possibly the Lindberghs will 
greet another flyer while over the 
Pacific. Seiji Loshihara, known in 
his own land as “the Japanese 
Lindbergh,” plans to fly to the 
United States along the same 
routes the Colonel may take, 


Route Not Decided. 


Lindbergh told the Associated 
Press today that he would have to 
give the matter considerable study 
before he decided on the exact time 
and route of his flight. 

“We are planning to go and have 
applied to the State Department 
for passports,” he said, “but I can’t 
say anything as to just when, be- 
cause I don’t know. 

‘‘As to routes, there are several 
possible ones. There are several 
questions to be considered, includ- 
ing fuel supply and weather. 

“Refore I go I expect to see my 
old friend, Dr. James H. Kimball, 
of the New York Weather Bureau.” 

The primary purpose of the trip 
is to see the Orient, he said.

ASSAILS ATTORNEY 
GENERAL’S ACTION

have a tendency to influence his 
subordinates in the Department of 
. Justice in determining whether to 
appeal to the Supreme Court, un- 
less such tendency was offset by 
specific instructions from the So- 
licitor-General himself?’’ 

Couzens transmitted the memo- 
randum, including the questions, to 
Mitchell, with the following letter: 

“My dear General: 


“There having been considerable 
publicity concerning the estate tax 
of the estate of the late James 
J. Hill, I asked a friend of mine 
to look into the matter and give 
me a memorandum of the facts, 
and to also indicate any proper 
questions that might be raised as 
to the action of the Department of 
Justice in the case. 

“I do not know that I have any 
right to ask you for a response, or 
whether you have any disposition 
to reply, but in any event I thought 
I could only ascertain by writing 
you’ this letter and inclosing with 
it a memorandum, to which I have 
above referred, Of course, if I do 
not hear from you, I will assume 
that your conclusion is that I had 
no right to ask you to reply.” 

Mitchell's Reply. 


Mitchell replied last March 23, 
as follows: 

“My Dear Senater: I have your 
letter of March 21, inclosing a 
memorandum about the estate tax 
case involving the estate of the 
late Mrs. James J. Hill. The pub- 
licity recently given this case, to 
which you refer, has been due to 
Senator Schall, who has made re- 
cently a number of unfounded 
statements about me in retaliation 
for my attitude about one of his 
candidates for the judicial office. 

“From the general tone of this‘ 
memorandum and particularly 
question eight, I assume it was 
handed you by Senator Schall or 
by an individual who, I am in- 
formed has been supplying him 
with material on-the subject. I am 
not taking any notice of any of the 
personal attacks Senator Schall has 
made upon me. ‘They do not ap- 
pear to me to require any refuta- 
tion On my part and I prefer not 
to be called on to give them any 
attention.” . 


Couzens wrote a second ietter 
April 8. in which he assured Mitch- 
ell that the memorandum had not 
been prepared by Schall or any- 
one connected with him, that it 
had cume from a Treasury official, 
and that Couzens had written to 


obtain information, and not to 
“raise a personal issue.’’ He sug- 
'gested that, since the Attorney- 


zenerai considered one of the ques- 
tions offensive he confined him- 
self to telling why the Government 
was not represented orally before 
the Court of Appeals, and why the 
case had not been appealed to the 
Supreme Court. Although this let- 
ter was sent nearly two months 
ago, Couzens said today he had re- 
ceived no reply. 
Leaves Matter to Public. 


“I was interested in the matter 
primarily because it illustrates the 
failure of the present statute to 
catch those who dispose of their 
estates in anticipation of death for 
the purpose of avoiding Federal 
taxes.”” He went on. “The facts in 
the case, aside from the question of 
official ethics which they raise 
aaginst the present Attorney-Gen- 
eral, indicate the need of a new 
gift tax to prevent evasion of es- 
tate taxes. I am informed that 
this is but one of many instances 
which have resulted in the loss to 


sources that 
can best afford to pay it. 

“Since Mr. Mitchell has not seen 
fit to answer even the two ques- 
tions of departmental policy which 
I addressed to him, I have decided 
to let the public judge of the pro- 
priety with which the matter was 
handled.”’ 

Mitchell, promoted by President 
Hoover from _ Solicitor-General to 
Attorney-General, has been regard- 
ed as a receptive candidate for the 
first vacancy in the Supreme Court.

WITNESS NOT SURE 
IT WAS CORN WHISKY 


On That Ground Supreme 
Court Reverses Gentry 
County Conviction. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 5.—In- 


ability of the prosecuting witness 
in a bone dry case to qualify as a 
judge of liquor, or to distinguish 
corn Whisky from any other kind, 
caused Division No. 2 of the Mis- 
gouri Supreme Court today to re- 
verse the conviction of John R. 
McMillen of Gentryville, Gentry 
County, who was fined $500 on a 
specific charge of selling corn 
whisky. The case Was remanded 
for new trial by Judge Berryman 
Henwood, who wrote the opinion. 

Earl Warren, Gentry County 
farm hand, testified he bought a 
pint and a half of liquor from 
McMillen for $2.60 in October, 1927 
and drank part of it. 

McMillen was tried in Septem- 
ber, 1930. When Warren was Qtles~- 
tioned as to the character of the 
liquor, he said he was ‘nol much 
ofa judge of it: it all tasies alike 
to me.’ Under further question- 
ing, he was unable to state whether 
it was corn whisky, as charged. 

l‘hder the State bone dry law 
manufacture, transportation,, sale 
or giving away of “hootch, moon- 
shine and corn whisky” 1s a fel- 
ony, but if other kinds of liquor 
are involved, the offense 18 a Imls- 
demeanor. 

Judge Henwood said that if the 
charge was selling corn whisky, the 
proof must show that the liquor 
sold was, in fact, corn whisky. He 
said the testimony of the prosecut- 
ing witness was sufficient to war- 
rant a finding that McMillen sold 
intoxicating liquor (which would be 
a misdemeanor) but was not suf- 
ficient to warrant a finding of a 
gale of corn whisky. He said that, 
in view of the admission by the 
witness that he was not qualified 
to testify as to the character of 
the liquor in question, his testi- 
‘mony on that joint had no value. 
The other two Judges in Division 
No. 2 concurred.

Jurado a Hero to His Countrymen, 
By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Arg., June 5.— 
The progress of Jose Jurado, who 
barely missed winning the British 
open golf tournament at Carnou- 
stie today, has for the last twt 
days been a matter of principal 
concern to golfers and non-golfers 
alike of Argentina.

It will be said that Grove had 
an advantage over the wonder 
pitchers of other days because 
he is backed up by an attacking 
power such as no club of olden 
days could boast. Foxx, Coch- 
rane and Simmons all are better 
hitters than the league leaders 
of other days. 

However, it may be said that 
the older pitchers worked with 
the distinct advantage of being 
able to use soiled balls, which 
were hit until they were soft. 
Also there were no pitching re- 
strictions such as handicap pitch- 
ers today. 

Grove, a well-behaved young 
man, should last at least six or 
eight more years and will _there- 
fore still have the opportunity to 
show that his prowess is not due 
to a mere spurt or to the pres- 
ence of superior hitting on his 
club,

Queer Case of Melillo. 

HREE or four years ago, 

Frankie Frisch of the Red- 
birds and Oscar Melillo of the 
Browns were astonishing the 
baseball world b: their remark- 
able defensive play. Melillo, who 
had held the minor league record 
for chances haidled during a 
season, was making the brilliant 
Frisch play the greatest baseball 
of his career to keep pace with 
him. 

Melillo, in. fact, has always 
been known for his great de- 
fensive play and for his rather 
weak hitting. But observe Oscar 
this year, batting around .375, 
and hitting homers with men on 
base just like the King of Swat 
himself. 

The other side of the shield 
tells a different story. It shows 
that Melillo has fallen down asa 
fielder, with 16 errors in $37 
games! That’s « new low. Last 
year Oscar made only 21 errors 
in 148 games. In other words, 
in one fourth of the current sea-

The bodies of Marshall Richardson, 
go years old, a poultry raiser, and 
his $2-year-old wife were found 
late last night in the ruins of their 
burned home and poultry house, 
near here, apparently shot to death 
by robbers who burned the build- 
ings to conceal the crime. 

The body of Richardson was 
found in the burning poultry house 
by two passersby, Dave Bulliner of 
Carterville and Harry Pollock of 
Herrin. Richardson had been shot 
to death. Later as the flames died 
down, the charred body of Mrs. 
Richardson was found in the ruins 
of the home, a rifle lying near her. 

Deputy Sheriffs Abe Wingate and 
Joe Gualdoni of Herrin, who inves- 
tigated the killings, today expressed 
the opinion the two were shot by 
robbers who then burned the build-| 
ings. Richardson, it was said, early 
in the week marketed a large num- 
her of chickens and took . the 
money home with him. 

The deputies said they suspected 
one or more of four convicts who 
sawed their way out of the Wil- 
liamson County jail Monday night, 
as the robbers. Two of them were 
seen near the home two days ago 
and authorities were searching that 
region yesterday. . William Moore, 
Negro, one of the convicts, was also 
seen near there yesterday afternoon. 

Richardson was shot three times 
in the head and his throat was cut, 
leading police to believe he was 
attacked by mor»? than one assail- 
ant. 

The theory is that Richardson, 
hearing prowlers in his chicken 
house, went to investigate and was 
slain. After killing hin., the rob- 
bers killed Mrs. Richardson and set 
fire to the house and the poultry 
pen to cover their crime. 

She apparently had heard the 
struggie between her husband and 
his slayers because when her body 
was found, two shotgun shells 
were clutched in her hand and a 
gun case containing several weap- 
ons was near by. 


STANDARD OIL UNITS TO MERGE

Its enlisted personnel has been 
cut from 160,000 to 120,000, and 
its 27,000 Majors, Colonels and 
Generals have been weeded down

The reduction in the numober of 
officers will weed out the less com-

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EDUCATORS PROTEST AGAINST 
DISMISSAL OF OHIO PROFESSOR 


29 Affiliated With Four Colleges 
Characterize Action as Attack 
on Academic Freedom, 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 56.—The 
American Civil Liberties Union has 
announced that a letter signed .by 
29 educators has been sent to the 
president and trustees of Ohio 
State University protesting against 
the dismissal of Dr. Herbert A. 
Miller, professor of sociology. 

The letter says the signers un- 
derstand Dr. Miller was dismissed 
**because of his views and utter- 
ances in fields where he was en- 
titled to speak and be heard as an 
authority. Apart from the per- 
sonal issue involved in this forced 
interruption of an honorable ca- 
reer,’’ the letter continues, “the 
dismissal of Dr. Miller in these 
circumstances constitutes a strik- 
ing disregard of sound educational 
policy and a ruthless attack on the 
principles of academic freedom.”

Hot Weather Food Should Be 
Nourishing as Well as 
Cooling and Refreshing. 


Ices, mousses, salads and ice box 
cakes may be frozen in a mechanh- 
ical refrigerator with little trouble, 
thus enabling the home cook to 
prepare the most 
and icy cold sweets. 

The first approach of hot weath- 
er last week, welcomed several new 
recipes which promise much in the 
way of hot weather pleasure. 

Frozen Fruit Salad. 

One tablespoon soft butter, two 
egg yolks, three tablespoons flour, 
three tablespoons sugar, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-third teaspoon pap- 
rika, two-thirds cup milk, one- 
third cup lemon jitice, one cup 
mixed chopped fruit, includins 
pineapple, cherries, orange and 
banana, one cup heavy whipping 
cream.

Pour mix- 
ture into trays of mechanical re- 
frigerator and freeze to desired 
consistency.

Re- 
move from stove, add vanilla and 
almond flavoring and cool, Fold in 
the whipped milk and the almonds. 
Rinse loaf pan in cold water and 
fill to a depth of one inch with des- 
sert. Arrange layer of lady fingers 
on top of dessert. Put an inch of 
dessert on top of this and then an- 
other layer of lady fingers.

SERVE ROAST DUCK 
WITH FRUIT SAUCE 


This Fowl Offers a Pleasant 
Change From the Usual 
Chicken Dinner. 


Roast duck is pretty gen- 
erally liked, and good ones are 
available now at quite reasonable 
prices. A good duck is compara- 
tively heavy for its size, the flesh 
is firm, the beak a good yellow, 
the feet soft and tender and the 
body plump. 

It may be stuffed or not for 
roasting, but when a_ stuffing is 
used the meat goes further. Any 
well flavored stuffing such as used 
for chicken may be used, or a mix- 
ture of two cups fine stale bread- 
crumbs, one-half cup finely 
chopped peanuts, one-half cup 
diced celery, salt and pepper to 
season, two tablespoons melted but- 
ter, one teaspoon minced onion 
and hot milk to moisten. One beat- 
en egg may be added for a firmer, 
slightly richer dressing, though it 
is not actuully necessary. This 
amount is enough stuffing for a 
five-pound duck. 

Vegetables for Duck Dinner. 
In planning vegetables for a 
duck dinner, rice is a good change 
from potatoes and an excellent 
combination with the fruit sauce 
suggested with the duck in this 
week’s menu. There is something 
about the fiavor of wild rice that is 
simply par excellence with duck. 
It is, however, considerably more 
expensive than the ordinary domes- 
tic rice. Fresh or canned green peas 
and a sliced tomato salad with 
French dressing mixed with 
minced chives round out the meal 
nicely. The scraps of duck left- 
over—and generally only scraps 
can be counted on, for there is not 
as much meat on a duck as a 
chicken—should make a good 
luncheon next day, combined with 
leftover rice and gravy and served 
on toast. 


Roast Duck With Fruit Sauce. 


Select a duck weighing about 
five pounds as this will make one 
good meal for four or five people 
and allow oe luncheon from _ the 
remnants next day. Singe the 
duck, remove all bits of down. and 
wash inside and out. Drain thor- 
oughly, stuff as desired and truss 
or tie securely. Place in a roast- 
ing pan and sprinkle lightly with 
salt, pepper and flour. Roast in a 
hot over—459 degrees—for 20 min- 
utes, or until the duck begins to} 
brown, then reduce the heat to; 
moderate or 350 degrees, and con- 
tinue roasting for about an hour 
and a quarter longer. Baste fre- 
quently during cooking. 

Duck must be well done.

BERRIES AND SMALL FRUITS 
IDEAL FOR DEEP DISH PIES 


Individual Small Pies or Tarts Di- 
vide Favor With the Deep 
Dish_ Sort. 

For berries, and stewed fruits es- 
pecially, there is much to recom- 
mend this particular type of pas- 
try in which there is no bottom 
crust. Any fairly shallow glass 
casserole or baking dish may be 
used.

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TUNA FISH SPAGHETTI 


A One-Dish Meal Which Has Great 
Appetite Appeal. 

The home cook of today, unlike 

her grandmother, revels in simpli- 


fying the preparation of meals and 
in combining several nourishing 
foods in one cooked dish. 

This tasty combination dish of 
tuna fish and spaghetti meets both 
of the above conditions. 

Cook one-half pound spaghetti 
in plenty of salted boiling water 
until tender—about 15 minutes. 

While spaghetti is cooking pre- 
pare a sauce by chopping one clove 
garlic very fine with several sprigs 
of parsley. Put four tablespoons 
oil in saucepan. When oil is hot 
add garlic and parsley, a very lit- 
tle salt and pepper, and one small 
can tuna. Cook three minutes, add 
three tablespoons tomato sauce and 
a little water. Cook five minutes 
and remove from fire. 

Drain spaghetti and pile on plat- 
ter. Pour over the tuna fish mix- 
ture, mix and serve. 


Orange Tea Muffins. 

Mix and sift two cups pastry 
flour, four.teaspoons baking pow- 
der and one teaspoon salt. Work 
in four tablespoons butter with tips 
of fingers. Moisten with. three- 
fourths cup rich milk. Grease 
small muffin pans. Mix two table- 
spoons melted butter with one ta- 
blespoon orange juice, one-half cup 
sugar and one tablespoon grated 
orang¢ rind. Puta teaspoon of this 


mixture in each muffin pan and 
cover with a teaspoon of the 
dough. Repeat, having dough on 
top. Bake in a hot oven for 10 or 
12 minutes. 


When Making a Cake. 
Cake mixture should come well 
up to the corners and sides of pans, 


leaving a slight depression in the 
center. 


Cake will then be perfectly 


flat on top when baked.

They Grace the Breakfast 
or Luncheon Table 
Equally Well. 


One of the quickest substantial 
luncheon dishes that can be made 


is an omelet. A pineapple omelet 
is a delightful novelty. Make the 
omelet in the usual way, and when 
it is ready to be folded, lay slices 
of pineapple or well-drained crush- 
ed pineapple on half of it. Fold 
over, and serve immediately. 

Should anyone like the recipe 
for the omelet here it is: Add one- 
quarter teaspoon salt to four eggs 
and beat until light. Add three 
tablespoons hot water. Melt one 
tablespoon butter in a frying-pan 
and turn in the mixture. Cook 
slowly. 

Orange Omelet. 

To make an orange omelet take 
one egg, few gratings orange rind, 
one tablespoon orange juice, few 
grains salt, one orange, two tea- 
spoons butter, two teaspoons pow- 
dered sugar. Beat the egg slightly, 
adding the orange rind and juice 
and salt. Peel the orange, remov- 


ing all white membrane, and cut 
into very thin slices. Sprinkle with 
one teaspoon of the powdered 
sugar. Melt the butter in hot in- 
dividual omelet pan or frying pan. 
Pour in the egg mixture and cook 
over a low heat, shaking the pan 
and pricking the mixture with a 
fork until all the mixture is cook- 
ed. Roll or fold agd turn out onto 
serving dish. Sprinkle with re- 
maining sugar and surround with 
slices of orange. 
Cherry Omelet, 

Make a plain omelet by beating 
three eggs until they are thick and 
frothy. Add a little salt, a table- 
spoon of sugar; two tablespoons of 
milk, a teaspoon of flour. Pour in- 
to a frying pan in which there are 
three tablespoons of melted butter. 
Pierce the edges toward the mid- 
dle of the omelet as it sets, using 
a silver fork, and when the mix- 
ture is set and lightly browned, 
seatter over it canned sour cherries. 
Roll up lightly, slip onto a_ hot 


platter and sift powdered sugar 
over it. Pour some of the sirup 
around. 


Dressing Up Foods. 

Whipped cream and evaporated 
milk may be tinted with liquid or 
paste vegetable coloring. Fold 
liquid coloring, a few drops at a 
time, into the whipped milk until 
the desired shade is reached or 
mix a tiny bit of paste coloring 
with a few drops of the liquid and 
add gradually to the whipped prod- 
uct.

Corn on the Cob Included in the 
List of Typical American 
Foods, 

June ushers in the green corn 
season, the delicacy being shipped 
in from the South. 

Everybody looks forward to 
feasting on green corn which is 
one of our most appreciated vege- 
tables. Americans, especially, are 
devoted to their roasting ears. 
However, as it is impossible in 
most modern households to roast 
corn, the secret of success in cook- 
ing young corn lies in not cooking 
it too long or too hard. 

Very young corn put into boil- 
ing water and allowed to steam for 
from 10 to 12 minutes is delicious, 
sweet and tender. In reality, this 
method of cooking corn on the cob 
does not boil it, but coddles it. 
The essential point to be remem- 
bered in cooking corn is do not 
cook young corn too hard or too 
long. 

No dressing is more satisfactory 
for corn on the cob than butter 
with a dusting of peppér and salt 
tc suit the individual's taste. 


Banana Dainty. 

To six bananas, add three table- 
spoons of syrup, 
of butter, one-quarter tea- 
spoon of salt. Cut the bananas in 
halves, and then lengthwise in four 
pieces. Add the syrup, salt and 
butter. Cook very slowly on back 
of stove or on a simmering burner. 
Baste often and cook until the 
bananas are soft, but retain their 
shape. Serve with unsweetened 
whipped cream.

THE FAMILY TABLE 


Market Supplies of Vegetables 
and Fruits Are Increas- 
ing in Variety. 


Vegetables and salad greens are 
becoming more abundant, cheaper 
in price and better in quality each 
week. In the salad line most mar- 
kets show garden and iceberg «va- 
rieties of lettuce, romaine, water- 
cress, escarole, endive, field salad 
and occasionally dandelion greens. 
It is getting a little late for the 
last two named, though they may 
be still found in some sections. 

Fresh peas, spinach, carrots, 
new cabbage, asparagus, tomatoes, 
cucumbers, radishes, cabbage 
sprouts or “collards’”® as they are 
sometimes called, green beans, tiny 
new beets, spring onions—all these 
are possibilities in the fresh vege- 
table line that lend interest to the 
search for green foods for the fam- 
ily table. The week’s menus should 
use most of them in one way or an- 
other. 

Economical uses of leftovers 
present a problem t> many house- 
keepers, and one that is necessary 
to solve when the food budget is 
limited. It is one of the things 
that should be given special atten- 
tion in planning of the weekly 
menus, and each day’s meals should 
be considered with the idea of yes- 
terday’s and tomorrow’s meals in 
mind. Time as well as money is 
saved by doing this. 

For example, there will un- 
doubtedly be odds and ends of left- 
over vegetables in the icebox after 
Sunday and Monday meals are out 
of the way. All of these may be 
combined with extra potatoes and 
onions, perhaps, or a small can of 
tomatoes and utilized in making 
the vegetable chowder that is sug- 
gested as the hot dish for Tues- 
day’s lunch. On the other hand, 
if there is no surplus on hand, an 
excellent chowder may be quickly 
prepared by diluting canned vege- 
table soup with milk, heating and 
serving. 

Lamb leftover from Monday din- 
ner may be reheated in gravy fla- 
vored wih a little currant jelly 
and served for Tuesday night. The 
lamb wOnes, together with any 
scraps “f meat remaining, may be 
stewed tu make a stock used in 
basting the stuffed eggplant served 
on Wednesday. The meat is 
chopped fine and mixed with 
breadcrumbs, onions, chopped egg 
plant pulp and moistened with the 
stock, stuffed. into the shells and 
baked, basting frequently with 
lamb stock during the process. 
There are endless fascinating ways 
to play the game of making the 
most of leftovers. 

When making, or buytng, muf- 
fins for Sunday breakfast, plan 
enough to serve toasted for sup- 
rer. If the day is warm enough, 
and space is available, plan serv- 
ing supper on the porch, since 
guests will be present in many a 
household and some extra prepara- 
tions made as a result. It is a 


| good plan to provide a choice of 


hot or cold beverages with the 
porch meal—gingerale mixed with 
pineapple or grape juice is always 
popular, and hot tea or coffee for 
second choice. 


Cornmeal Mush. 

Lumpy cornmeal can be pre- 
vented by being exacting in the 
measurements of the cornmeal and 
the water and by pouring the mea! 
into rapidly boiling water stirring 
all the while. One cup of meal is 
used in four cups of water. Three 
hours is required for cooking over 
hot water in a double boiler, 


Scalloped Vegetables. 

Place a layer of canned or 
sliced raw tomatoes in a baking 
dish, season with salt, pepper and 
butter. Slice raw onions over this, 
season and add another layer of 
tomatoes and onion, and continue 
till the dish is full. Cover with 
buttered crumbs and bake a half 
hour in a moderate oven.

}State University showed the mov- 


ing pictures, which were of his 
Own larynx. Others have made 
movies of the iarynx, but it was 
said that Russell's were longer and 
more satisfactory than earlier at- 
tempts, and the co-ordination with 
sound was unique. An amplifying 
device was used -to project the 
sound from a phonograph record, 
producing a realistice effect. 

The photography had been done 
with the aid of an autolaryngo- 
scope perfected by Russell. This is 
a curving, tube-like device with 
reflecting prisms, capable of intro- 
duction into the larynx without 
discomfort to the subject or inte:- 
ference with his voice. In the 
course of his studies, Russell has 
delved into the larynxes of opera 
singers and many other persons, 


View of Vocal Chords. 


To witness such a’ picture for 
the first time was akin to seeing a 
travelogue of a new world. 

At first glance, the screen might 
have been thought to be showing a 
deep view of the throat as seen 
through the mouth, with the upper 
lip projecting across the top. This 
was deceptive, for the view was 
down in the larynx and that “lip” 
in reality was the epiplottis or lid 
of the larynx. Back of this, form- 
ing a vertical fold, were the vocal 
chords. In speech, these chords 
opened and closed in varying 
movements, the size of the opening 
changing with the pitch of the 
voice. 

It was possible to read the move- 
ments of the vocal chords and 
epiglottis just as one reads lips. 
Russell used only one record of 
sound co-ordination, showing the 
remainder of the picture without 
sound, Sometimes’ he used his 
voice spontaneously to give the 
sound his larynx was shown form- 
ing on the screen. He did this, 
for instance, with phrases of the 
song, “A Perfect Day,’ which his 
larynx was performing on the 
screen, The watchers saw the vo- 
cal chords open and shut with the 
rise and fall of the music. 

The same amplifying device was 
employed to project a phonograph 
record of the pseudo-voice of a 
man without a larynx. This man 
was a patient of Dr. W. Wallace 
Morrison of New York, who had 
read a thesis on the production of 
speech without the larynx before 
the throat, nose and ear special- 
ists’ meeting on Wednesday. The 
patient’s voice came from the disc 
in clear, strong and well modulated 
tones. He said, “I find my voice 
easily understood by those with 
whom I_work and even over the 
telephone.” He was using his 
esophagus and other organg to 
make up for.the loss of his 
larynx. 


Cancer of Larynx Common, 


Cancer of the larynx is fairly 
common and an increasing num- 
ber of victims are having the 
larynx removed to arrest it. Dr. 
Philip Romonek of Omaha, Neb., 
brought to the meeting a patient 
whose larynx he had removed last 
June and who also was employing 
the esophagus as a substitute. The 
voice of this man, a 65l-year-old 
salesman, was more monotonous, 
less finished, than the other one, 
but quite intelligible. He had to 
gulp noticeably to take in air for 
his pseudo-voice, but he conversed 
with ease and said he could use 
the telephone, 

Dr. E. Lee Myers of St. Louis 
brought another patient, a man 
now engaged as a window washer 
at City Hospital, whose larynx was 
removed and who prefers to use 
an artificial device for speaking. 
This man spoke distinctly in good 
tones, though his voice was rather 
high and “tinny.” He carried his 
artificial larynx in a leather pouch 
slung under his shoulder and held 
a mouthpiece when he spoke, after 
inserting a tube from it into an 
opening in his throat which con- 
nects with the end of the trachea. 


Ze Dr. Myers said the instrument could 


be disguised, if desired, to resem- 
ble a pipe. 

In connection with a demonstra- 
tion of the notable work of train- 
ing deaf children to speak correct- 
ly at.Central Institute for the Deaf, 
Dr. Max A. Goldstein remarked 
that it had been found deaf chil- 
dren were hearing conversation 
due to their stimulated mental ap- 
preciation of sound, although there 
was no physiological change in the 
organs of hearing. Dr. Goldstein 


‘fis founder and director of the in- 


stitute, retiring president of the 
American Laryngological, Rhino- 
logical and Otological Society and 
president of the Society of Progres- 
sive Oral Advocates. 


Good Accents of Deaf. 


He remarked also about the in- 
comprehensible acquisition of ac- 
cents by pupils graduating from 
the institute, who had been quite 
deaf and who, in learning to 
speak, had learned good English. 
One such girl was present. She 
comes from a Yiddish home and 
she has a Yiddish accent. The 
doctor told of another girl who 
had taken on a rich Southern 
drawl] upon returning to her home 
in the South. 

One of the demonstrations 
showed how totally deaf children 
were being taught to understand 
sounds through the sense to touch, 
by shutting their eyes and feeling 
the teacher’s cheeks and throat or 
even a drum of paper across the 
end of a megaphone in the teach- 
er’s hands. This is a field of ex- 
periment still, with the hope of 
making touch as well as sight sub- 
stitute for hearing. A number of 
laboratory demonstrations also 
were given at Central Institute.

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WHY WOMEN FAIL IN 
PRACTICAL POLITICS 


NEW YORK, June 4. 

HE trouble with women in poli- 
T tics is that they want too much. 

They don’t go into politics dis- 
interestedly; they expect an imme- 
diate reward for themselves for 
any service. They are entirely too 
personal in all their political activ- 
ities. 

That, at least, is the opinion of 
Mrs. Henry Moskowitz, long 
known as one of the. righthand 
“men” of former presidential can- 
didate Alfred E. Smith, and whose 
political sagacity has earned her 
the respect and deference of all 
politically active men and women 
who have come in contact with her. 

‘“‘Perhaps,” said Mrs. Mosko- 
witz, “I should modify that state- 
ment to say that not enough wom- 
en in politics are as yet disinterest- 
ed workers, because some of them 
are quite impersonal, at least as 
impersonal as men in politics, and 
interested in this unique career 
for the sake of the career itself. 
Also, there is no real reason why 
in the near future women cannot 
make themselves just as fit for 
political life as men. 

“It is hard to make general 
statements on this subject, because 
‘there are all kinds of women just 
as there are all kinds of -men. 
Nevertheless, it is true that there 
are certain typically feminine fac- 
tors which militate against the up- 
ward progress of political women 
as opposed to political men. 

“Of course the women in this

Hair Quick to Show Care 


OVELY hair depends on thor- 
L ough cleanliness and on health. 

“Washing” is not sufficient. 
You should actually shampoo your 
hair, taking care to use the proper 
kind “of shampoo, to massage the 
scalp thoroughly, and to take care 
in drying the hair. There is noth- 
ing that responds so quickly as hair 
to intelligent care, and there is 
nothing that shows neglect more 
plainly. 

It is inadvisable to shampoo the 
hair more than once a week. Every 
10 davs is sufficient for most wom- 
en. For additional cleansing, daily 
brushing and an occasional cleans- 
ing of the scalp with a soft cloth 
should be enough. 

Beauty specialists agree 
cleansing agents for the 
should be in liquid form. There 
are tiny barbs on the hair that 
catch and hold any hard substance 
with which they come in contact, 
so that soap rubbed directly on the 
hair cannot be rinsed away and 
will soon lead to scalp troubles.
